REMARKS 

The new claims are patterned off those filed in the parent, but have been amended to 
claim audio- rather than video-related implementations. 

The video counterparts of claims 47 and 51-64 have been allowed in the parent and are 
expected to issue shortly. Prosecution of other claims originally filed in the parent continues in 
applications 09/442,440 and 09/338,995. 

Favorable consideration and passage to issuance are solicited. 
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
